Through the strenuous 
months that followed the entire col- 
ony was nearly lost. But after they 
had planted the grain and harvested 
the crops, it was only natural and 
proper that they should give thanks 
unto God. 

True thanksgiving was in the hearts 
of the surviving persons. Even though 
they had buried their loved ones and 
experienced many fears and troubles 
in the new world to hinder them, yet 
within them was that great and ever- 
abounding thankfulness to God for 
His deliverance, that impelling power 
that pushed them on to build villages 
and roads, to clear and farm the great 
fertile lands. They wished to express 
to God praise for having a place where 
they could worship God according to 
the dictates of their own conscience.

grandizement of one or a few, but for 
the general happiness of the whole 
community. 

Impressed with sentiments of this 
nature, they grew up from earliest in- 
fancy with that confidence which is 
well calculated to inspire a love for 
freedom of religion and of the press, 
for universal suffrage, equality, and 
liberty. Thus, they were led later to 
the Declaration of Independence, re- 
sulting in the Constitution of the 
United States of America—the world’s 
two greatest documents for democ- 
racy. 

One might say, “Yes, they had much 
to thank God for in those days.” But, 
my friend, we have equally as much, 
if not much more, than they. People 
all through the ages have had some- 
thing for which to praise God. Notice 
the text, “The Lord doth build up 
Jerusalem.” The rebuilding of Jeru- 
salem after the return from the Baby- 
lonish captivity covered a space of 
about ninety years from B. C. 538 to 
B. C. 445. First, the temple was built 
in 538-515, then the city, and finally 
the walls and the gates by B. C. 445. It 
was the connection with the last por- 
tion of the building that the 147th 
Psalm seems to have been written: 
“He gathereth together the outcasts of 
Israel.” The exiles were gradually 
coming in, some with Zerubbabel, 


some with Ezra, and others with 
Nehemiah. Let us notice in the third 
verse of 147th Psalm that he says, 
“He healeth the broken in heart.” 
Israel was exiled and broken-hearted, 
wretched, and miserable. While in 
exile upon request that they sing the 
songs of Zion, we find that they had 
hung their harps upon the willow 
trees and sat down by the river to 
think and meditate over the pleasant 
days in the past, and informed their 
inquirers that they could not sing the 
songs of Zion in a strange land. They 
desired to go back to their home coun- 
try. Their hearts were broken, but God 
had not forgotten them. He who 
knows every star by name, knew every 
exiled one in the foreign countries and 
was able to bring them back, for great 
is our God and of great power. He is 
mighty in strength. His understand- 
ing is infinite, and He is at once 
omnipotent and omniscient. There is 
no searching of His understanding. 
When we consider what must be the 
understanding of Him who created 
and who sustained His marvelous 
framework of nature, who guides and 
upholds all things throughout the 
vast universe (the smallest things, as 
well as the greatest, being subject to 
Him and dependent upon Him), we 
get some faint idea of the absolute 
boundlessness of His divine wisdom. 
Therefore, we should praise God for 
His mercies which sustain us. 

One has asked, “Why should a liv- 
ing man complain?” Thank God for 
life. Another writer says, “I felt most 
ill-used because a slight accident had 
disabled my right hand. Taking a 
walk through the crowded streets, I 
met a man with one leg only; an- 
other without the usual number of 
arms, a blind woman, a girl with her 
face terribly disfigured, two deaf and 
dumb men, an old man with a church- 
yard cough, two funerals, a band of 
prisoners. Having passed these and 
come to a lunatic asylum, I made up 
my mind that I should be very thank- 
ful that I was not as bad off as thou- 
sands of more deserving people.” 

Surely we should thank God for life, 
for a wonderful life that we are per- 
mitted to live—not like animals—but 
as men, the highest creation of God 
on earth, with eyes that are not to 
look on the earth only but can look 
upward and onward toward a glorious 
future. We should thank God for 
minds to help solve problems and 
think righteously, to read and think

European Church Activities 

A report coming out of Stockholm 
by RNS states that during the past 
year church attendance has in- 
creased in Germany. Of the Protes- 
tants, 400 parishioners out of every 
2,100 attended church regularly, 87 
per cent received communion and 85 
per eent of children attended Sunday 
School regularly. In Germany also spe- 
cial courses were held last summer to 
prepare laymen to assist in carrying 
on the work of the church during the 
absence of pastors. Many of those 
given training were women and among 
them were also many mothers. Fin- 
land: In Finland there was a special 
proclamation issued by Archbishop 
Erika Kaila, calling all churches to 
prayer in the form of weekly organ- 
ized prayer meetings to pray for peace 
and a religious revival. Sweden: The 
Swedish Free Church Mission has 262 
missionaries working in Africa and 
Asia, and converts number 52,500, the 
Mission’s annual report states. Some 
33,000 children attended church 
schools and 100,000 patients were given 
medical care.

What Does the Constitution , 
Guarantee 
We have heard repeated perhaps as 
often, if not more so, than any other

public privilege guaranteed under the 
Constitution of the United States, that 
we as individuals have the right to 
worship God “according to the dic- 
tates of our conscience.” Now is this 
so? If so, why is a man so strongly 
criticized by those in authority, also 
often by outsiders, if he is a “con- 
scientious objector’? There is a strong 
tendency to remove a man from pub- 
lic life if he is a “C. O.” Does not this 
prove that the Constitution does not 
actually guarantee anything unless it 
is upheld by those who administer the 
laws of the country? In various sec- 
tions of the country the courts have 
been asked to rule on the individual’s 
rights to occupy certain places in our 
public life, because he is a “C.O.” It is 
quite queer that if a citizen must go 
to law to obtain what is supposedly 
guaranteed to him by the Constitu- 
tion, is it actually guaranteed? The 
one thing that made America great 
was its religious freedom. When this 
is destroyed or denied we will soon re- 
trograde as Russia, Italy, and Ger- 
many have done. We will be found in 
the throes of revolution.

Cigarettes 

Lester H. Longhorn, M. D., writing 
on the subject of “Tobacco Irritation” 
in Life and Health magazine, states 
that, “Candid investigation reveals 
the fact that one of the most common 
effects of the use of tobacco is the 
inflammation of the pharynx. This lo- 
cal irritation extends down to the 
bronchi to some extent in all cases, 
but if especially the smoke is inhaled.” 

“Another evidence of tobacco irri- 
tation is given by Major Gerald B. 
Webb, who studied this during the 
first World War. Among 3,288 soldiers 
examined, the majority of smokers 
showed evidence of bronchial irrita- 
tion (revealed by the detection of 
rales), whereas in the majority of 
nonsmokers no such evidence was ob- 
served. Note the incidence reported: 
2,632 smokers ____..1,883 (71.5%) 
656 nonsmokers _..._ 177 (27 %) 
This evidence of bronchial irritation 
was found among the smokers over 
two and one-half times as frequcntly 
as among the nonsmoking group. 


“As a result of this continued irri- 
tation, there sometimes is produced a 
change in the mucosa lining the 
mouth, known as leucoplakia, which 
is characterized by the appearance of 
Silvery-white hardened patches on the 
mucous membrane. Dr. Francis P. 
McCarthy studied 316 such cases and 
found tobacco to be by far the most 
important factor in its cause. Pro- 
longed irritation, though not the only 
cause, has been shown to be one of 
the most important factors in the pro- 
duction of cancer. The silvery-white 
patches of leucoplakia occasionally 
seen in the mouth of the smoker may 
undergo cancerous changes. Friedel! 
and Rosenthal reported in May, 19 
a series of eight cases of cancer of t 
mouth developing in tobacco chewers 
at points corresponding exactly to the 
areas in which the quid was held. 
Surrounding the tumors there were 
widespread areas of leucoplakia, which 
they believed to be the forerunner of 
the actual tumor. In two of their cases 
the position of the quid had been 
changed because of developing irrita- 
tion and soreness, and again areas of 
leucoplakia afterward appeared at the 
new site. 

“Wile and Hand, at the University 
of Michigan, studied 425 cases of lip 
cancer. Of these, 138, or 32 per cent, 
were moderate or excessive smokers. 
In many of these cases the tumor ap- 
peared on the site of the smoker’s 
patch where the pipe had rested for 
years. I quote from an address given 
by Doctor Ewing some years ago: 
‘Among preventable cancers, the most 
obvious is the intraoral group ... The 
use and especially the abuse of to- 
bacco must be charged with a large 
share in the production of intraoral 
cancer as well as of cancer of the 
larynx. . . . One may hardly aim to 
eliminate the tobacco habit, but can- 
cer propaganda should emphasize the 
danger signs that go with it.’ 

“Since in many smokers the bronchi 
are within the so-called ‘smoke tract,’ 
we would expect to see an increase in 
the incidence of bronchial cancer with 
the increased use of cigarettes. What 
evidence is available? Of 135 cases 
primary cancer of the lung studied * 
Arkin and Wagner at the Cook County 
Hospital, Chicago, ninety per cent oc- 
curred in chronic smokers. Such 
tumors do occasionally occur among 
nonsmokers, and tobacco is not the 
only cause. Yet, according to Linkint, it 
is the chief cause in the majority of 
cases.” 
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ES SIR! We thank the Lord for 
this. For a land that God has 
blessed with great increase in agricul- 
ture, of all fanciful varieties of grain, 
fruits and vegetables, so much that in 
peace time there was not alone 
enough to supply the need of the en- 
tire nation, but enough to plow up and 
under, to dump in the ocean, or bet- 
ter, to have fed Europe’s starving mil- 
lions. We further thank the Lord for 
this, that in time of war we have had 
enough and to spare, even though we 
are supposed to be rationed. So far as 
I am concerned, I see little difference. 
The abundance of God’s blessings are 
far more than sufficient. To give 
thanks unto the Lord for all these 
temporal blessings is fitting and 
proper; as it is written, “In every- 
thing give thanks, for this is the will 
of God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you.” These temporal blessings were 
created of God, to be received “with 
thanksgiving” of them which believe 
and know the truth, 1 Tim. 4:3. This 
is also true of all other blessings be- 
stowed upon the creation. 
THE WELLSPRING OF SALVATION 
Of all things for which we should 
thank God, it is the Church of Jesus 
Christ. In it we have a “pillar” of 
truth, to support faith in God, and 
hope of the soul; to enlighten the hu- 
man race concerning divine things 
and promises. Yes, the Church has 
ithin it the message of “truth” as 
pposed by the false and sinful things 
Satan has to offer. Not only has the 
Church reared up within the earth a

Although we are in war and much 
trouble, yet we as a nation have much 
to be thankful for. Millions are home- 
less; women and little children are 
perishing today in other lands. My 
God, how thankful we should be! Just 
think of the poor people in the war- 
torn countries! Their homes are 
bombed to pieces—no home _ sweet 
homes for them. Their husbands and 
sons are gone, and many of them are 
already killed. There is no food for 
their little ones, no turkey, no jam, 
cakes, or pies for Thanksgiving. Yet 
we are still blessed to have our homes 
and something to eat. 

It is true, many of our precious boys 
and even fathers have gone into the 
service for their country, and some 
have already paid the supreme price 
by giving their lives. In the face of all 
this, it is high time for us to pay our 
vows unto our God and glorify Him as 
God, that we may find His mercy and 
that our homes, boys, and fathers wi 
be saved from destruction. 


THE NECESSITY OF BEING 
THANKFUL 
We ourselves know when we do 
something for someone, we appreciate 
it very much for him to be apprecia- 
tive to us. If he fails to do so, we are

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Text, St. John 11:41 (words of 
Jesus): “Father, I thank thee.” 

Material blessings, such as physical 
health and a bountiful harvest, were 
considered sufficient grounds for our 
Pilgrim fathers to set apart a day for 
the early Americans to come together 
in groups to offer thanks to God for 
His goodness unto the people whom 
He had brought from European bond- 
age to lay a foundation for a gov- 
ernment of justice and equity; and 
by His divine guidance and blessings 
this country has grown from a few 
Pilgrims to the most powerful and 
blessed nation on earth. 

Those same grounds hold good for 
thanksgiving in the year of 1943; but 
since other writers will give due con- 
sideration to the history and purpcse 
of our national Thanksgiving, I feel 
inspired to study with you for a few 
minutes the REVELATION OF 
THANKSGIVING, of that which 
thanksgiving reveals. 

1. IT REVEALS HONESTY 

Thanksgiving on the part of our 
forefathers revealed that they were 
possessed and guided by the spirit of 
honesty, even though they themselves 
had suffered untold hardships and 
had toiled untiringly day and night, 
without which there would have been 
no harvest, yet in their hearts they 
were honest enough to give honor to 
whom honor was due for, after all, 
was it not He who had made the fer- 
tile soil? It was the rain and sunshine 
from His heaven that had watered 
and warmed the earth and caused the 
germs in the seed they had planted 
to burst forth in a new form, and to 
evolve into a bountiful supply of 
food for both man and beast. 

Yes, they were honest with God. 
They called a meeting, not for the 
purpose of paying tribute or praise to 
one another or for the awarding of 
prizes to the Pilgrims who had pro- 
duced the greatest yield per acre, but 
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to offer thanks to Him who had made 
the acre. Honesty will give honor to 
whom honor is due. This was their 
policy, and it would be the best policy 
for America today. 


2. THANKSGIVING REVEALS 
REVERENCE 

When groups of men and every in- 
dividual in the group put aside other 
duties and take time out to express 
thanks to God, a spirit of reverence 
possesses their minds and hearts. In 
our text, Christ is our example of rev- 
erence. He said, “Father, I thank 
thee, that thou hast heard me.” None 
other was so reverent as Christ. His 
entire life and His whole being were 
possessed with the spirit of reverence 





that was born of the consciousness 
of the immediate presence and of the 
mighty workings and the blessed 
helpfulness of God in all things of 
which He had a part. 

Reverence is a mark of character 
without which neither a group nor an 
individual people can ever be truly 
great. Reverence always accredits any 
person or people to the community in 
which they live and to the church of 
which they are members. No wonder 
one writer said in all things to give 
thanks, for by so doing, we always 
show a spirit of reverence. 

3. THANKSGIVING REVEALS 
CULTURE 


Culture requires discipline and the 
development of our finer qualities. 
It matters not how much culture one 
may claim through the process of 
schooling or training, if in his heart 
he has not adopted the attitude of 
thankfulness for the benefit he re- 
ceives, he cannot honestly claim to 
be cultured; but rather the lack of 
gratitude brands him as being coarse 
and unappreciative. Isn’t it strange 
that we are not constantly thankful to 
God for all His mercy and goodness 
to us! Look how dependent we are! 
See how much we have here in Amer- 
ica in rights and privileges, in provi- 
sion and protection, in comfort and 
care! When we realize that it all comes 
from the hand of God, we ought to be 
thanking God all the time. 

By giving thanks we indulge in a 
pleasing exercise of the will and of 
the mind that produce a joyous 
effect among the people. One always 
feels better when he feels grateful. By 
being thankful one never feels humil- 
iated. Thanksgiving never causes one 


to feel worthless in his own esti- 
mation. 
Yes, thanksgiving is one of the 


most essential and highest elements 
that go into the making of a life of 
culture. 
4. THANKSGIVING REVEALS 
UNDERSTANDING 
Not only do we know that we live;

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While we are heading this article 
“The Known Tongue” I am afraid 
it is really an unknown tongue. Appar- 
ently most of us know little of the 
value of the tongue for good or evil. 


Paul, in writing to the Colossians, 
says, “Let your speech be alway with 
grace, seasoned with salt, that ye may 
know how ye ought to answer every 
man.” Colossians 4:6. 

“Let your speech be always with 
grace.” I notice this word grace means 
an exercise of love, kindness, or good 
will. Then Paul says for our conver- 
sation to be always with an exercise 
of love, kindness, or good will. This 
does not mean that we are to be of 
the type that always compromises 
by saying sweet, kind things. It does 
not mean that we are not to correct 
our children when they do the thing 
that is wrong. A father, mother, pas- 
tor, or any other Christian may need 
to speak sternly at times. It does not 
mean that we are not to use the rod 
on our children. The Bible teaches 
us to correct them, but we are not to 
scold them because we are mad or 
slap them on the head, possibly 
knocking them down because they 
have aroused our anger, but rather 
tell them of their wrongdoings be- 
cause we love them, whip them be- 
cause we love them and are interested 
in their welfare. 

There is a vast difference between 
the pastor who goes behind the sacred 
desk after much prayer and preaches 
the message from the Word of God 
that will bring conviction upon the 
hearers because he loves them and 
loves God and has prayed through, 
and the pastor who learns something 
that some of his members have been 
doing, gets out his Bible to search for 
something to “skin” them with. Pos- 
sibly the pastor’s children or his wife 
has had trouble with someone in the 
church and he decides he will fix them 
up by telling them where to get off, 
not because he loves them and de- 
sires to help them in their Christian 
living, not with a spirit of “love, kind- 
ness and good will,” but because he 
feels like getting them told. I trust 
that this will not intimidate any pas- 
tor and hinder him from bringing a 
gospel message freighted down with 
the love of God, just because he is 
afraid it will hurt someone. I am not 
talking about the things that are said 
here, but the spirit in which they are 
said. 

The next word that Paul uses is 
“seasoned.” I notice this word means 
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“to render suitable, or appropriate, 
prepare, to fit for enjoyment, to ren- 
der agreeable.” I am afraid some 
good people have driven loved ones 
away from God by continually nag- 
ging at them about religion. We are 
supposed to have conversations about 
religion. It is our duty to speak to 
friends and loved ones about their 
souls, to talk to them about the 
Church and Christ, but our speech is 
supposed to be rendered suitable or 
appropriate, made fit for enjoyment. 
You can pick the opportune time and 
way to approach a person about his 
soul and not make your conversation 
offensive. There is a way to approach 
a person that it will be appreciated. 

Suppose the cook took no care about 
the seasoning of the green beans, 
spinach or other vegetables she cooks. 
Possibly the vegetables are just what 
we need for our health. Maybe they 
are the very kind that we like, 
but if we have them on the table three 
times a day and them not properly 
seasoned, we certainly can 
not enjoy them. 

Now let us read a little 
further. “Seasoned with 
salt.” Salt has saving 
power. Our conversa- 
tion is supposed to be 
the kind that will 
lead men and women 
to the foot of the 
cross where they will 
find Christ as their 
Savior. After all, it is 
through us that 
Christ is to save the 
world. He says, “Ye 
are the salt of the 
earth. Ye are the light 
of the world.” Phil- 
ippians 1:27 says, 
“Only let your con- 
versation be as it be- 
cometh the gospel of 
Christ.” 

Some of us men like 
to talk about the 
time that it takes our 
wives to shop, the 
many hats and 
dresses that they try 
on before they decide 
which one to buy, but 
after all, we would not 
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want them to buy an article of cloth- 
ing that was not becoming to them. 
A hat or a dress may be perfeetly 
becoming to one woman, but would 
not look right on another. Much de- 
pends on the shape of the woman’s 
face, her complexion, the color of her 
hair, etc. Then Paul says for our con- 
versation to be the kind of conver- 
sation that would look good by the 
side of the gospel of Christ. There are 


many conversations nowadays that@® 
] 


would not be becoming to the gospe 
of Christ. 


Paul says further in his epistle to the 
Philippians, “For our conversation is 
in heaven; from whence also we look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who shall change our vile body, that 
it may be fashioned like unto his 
glorious body.” Yes, our conversation 
is in heaven, and when the Lord 
comes He will know how we have been 
talking. Do we expect Him to change 
our bodies when He comes? If so, then 
He expects us to change our conver-

my soul, and forget 
not all his benefits,” 
—Psa. 103:2. 
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sation before He comes. 

In writing to the brethren at 
Ephesus, Paul says, “Let no corrupt 
communication proceed out of your 
mouth, but that which is good to the 
use of edifying.” Ephesians 4:29. No 
corrupt communication is to proceed 
out of our mouth. Someone has said, 
“You had just as well say it as to 
think it,” but Paul said not to let it 
get out of your mouth. I believe it is 

braham Lincoln who is credited with 

e statement when a number of 
neighbors had gathered in one of the 
old-fashioned, two-roomed log houses 
to visit for the evening and after all 
the women had retired to the other 
room, someone said, “Now that the 
women are all gone, we can tell some 
smutty jokes.” But Abraham Lincoln 
replied, “Wait just a minute until I 
get my hat. There is one gentleman 
here yet.” As long as there is one gen- 
tleman present, to say nothing of 
Christians, it is not time to tell smutty 
jokes. 

Paul says, “Rather that which is 
good to the use of edifying, that it 
may minister (convey) grace to the 
hearers.” He says our conversation is 
to be the kind that will convey grace 
(love, kindness, or good will) to the 
hearers. After all, our conversation 
is going to convey some kind of 
spirit to the hearers. As Christians, 
it is our duty to.see to it that we con- 
vey a spirit of love and good will. 

Notice the next words that he 
writes, “And grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed 
unto the day of redemption.” The in- 
ference here is that the wrong kind 
of conversation will grieve the Holy 
Spirit of God. Be honest with yourself, 
have there been times since “ye were 
sealed with the Holy Spirit,” filled 
with the precious Holy Ghost, that 
you have joined in a conversation, 
spoken possibly only a few words, 
but when you walked away your heart 

eo: heavy, you felt that the Holy 
Ghost was grieved? Why was He 
grieved? Because of the wrong kind 
of conversation. 


In the 31st verse, he says, “Let all 


bitterness, and wrath, and clamor and 
evil speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice.” Evil speaking is sup- 
posed to go at the same time malice 
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goes. Then he adds further, “And be 
ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, 
forgiving one another, even as God 
for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” 

1 Peter 1:15 reads, “But as he which 
hath called you is holy, so be ye holy.” 
We holiness people like to quote a part 
of this verse and a part of Hebrews 
12:14 which says, “Holiness without 
which no man shall see the Lord.” 
Yes, we like the first part of this verse 
that says “Be ye holy,” and the last 
part of the quotation from Hebrews 
that says, “Holiness without which no 
man shall see the Lord,” but the first 
clause of Hebrews 12:14 says, “Follow 
peace with all men and holiness,” and 
then adds, “without which no man 
shall see the Lord.” 

What kind of holiness is Peter talk- 
ing about when he tells us that as He 
that has called you is holy, so be ye 
holy? Listen to the remainder of this 
verse, “IN ALL MANNER OF CON- 
VERSATION.” He says further, “For 
as much as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things as 
silver and gold, FROM YOUR VAIN 
CONVERSATION, received by tradi- 
tion from your fathers, but with the 
precious blood of Christ.” There is 
nothing more specifically mentioned 
from. which the blood of Jesus is to 


redeem us than from our vain conver- 
sation. 

Jesus says, “By thy words thou shalt 
be justified, and by thy words thou 
shalt be condemned.” Matthew 12:37. 
Do we know our tongue? Do we realize 
the importance of the proper use of 
it? We are going to be condemned or 
justified by our words. 

Notice the third chapter of James, 
beginning with the second verse, “For 
in many things we offend all. If any 
man offend not in word, the same is a 
perfect man, and able also to bridle 
the whole body.” Brother, Sister, have 
you been praying for Christian per- 
fection? If so, here is the way to ob- 
tain it: take care of your tongue. 

Listen to what James says further, 
“Behold, we put bits in the horses’ 
mouths, that they may obey us; and 
we turn about their whole body.” By 
simply having the bits in the horses’ 
mouths, you pull the line to the right 
and the horse with his heavy load that 
he is pulling, turns to the right, and 
you pull the line to the left and he 
turns to the left. If he gets scared and 
tries to run away, you control him by 
the bits in his mouth. It may require 
rougher bits for some horses than it 
does for others. 

Let us read further, verse 4, “Be- 
hold also the ships, which though 
they be so great, and are driven of 
fierce winds, yet are they turned about 
with a very small helm, whithersoever 
the governor listeth.” Think of the 
large ships that ply the ocean carry- 
ing hundreds of tons, thousands of 
people, braving the great storms and 
yet one man turns a little wheel that 
determines the direction of the ship. 
If he turns it in the wrong direction, 
that great ship with its cargo will be 
stuck on the sand bar or land on the 
rocks and be beaten to pieces by the 
storm and waves. 

Now, let us read on with James, 
“Even so the tongue is a little mem- 
ber.” Even so, like the bits in the 
horses’ mouths, like the helm of the 
ship, the tongue determines our course 
and will determine whether or not we 
will land safely in the port of glory 
where the saints of all ages will give 
us a grand welcome, or whether our 
ship will be tossed against the rocks 
causing shipwreck, not only losing 
ourselves, but causing others to go 
down. 

James says the tongue defileth the 
whole body and setteth on fire the 
course of naturg I am inclined to be-

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THE B. T. S. GROWS BETTER 


It was my happy privilege to visit 
our B.T.S. and College on Sunday eve- 
ning, September 3, and Monday, the 
4th. The evening service took on the 
atmosphere of an old-time holiness 
camp meeting. As I spoke, the 
thoughts kept running through my 
mind, “Here is life; not just frivolous 
life but spiritual life also. You are 
speaking to student preachers and 
students who will become preachers. 
Here before you are girls and boys 
who will eventually represent the 
Church of God as missionaries in 
many, many countries of this war-torn 
world.” 


On Monday morning I had the 
privilege of visiting with the Proph- 
ecy Class taught by Brother D. C. 
Barnes; Parlimentary Law, with fifty- 
four in class and President Zeno C. 
Tharp, teacher; Personal Evangelism, 
forty-three in class, with Sister 
Swiger as teacher; English II, eight- 
een students, and teacher, Sister 
Shoemaker; Speech, thirty-two stu- 
dents, with Miss Mary Elizabeth 
Harrison as teacher; English III, 
twenty-five students, and Sister Po- 
teat teacher. I was greatly impressed 
by the evident efficiency of each 
teacher, as well as the intense inter- 
est manifested by the students in the 
respective classes. 

Brother Tharp and I looked over 
the farm and it was very gratifying 
to see the diversified crop—corn (ap- 
proximately 600 bushels), potatoes, 
tomatoes, turnips and hay (30 tons 
gathered). Not only that, but the farm 
is supporting ten beef cattle, several 
cows, forty-two hogs to be butchered 
during this school term, besides four 
brood sows to keep. 

Now it is chapel and I am honored 
to have the privilege of speaking. I 
don’t think I ever heard more requests 
for prayer of such a diversified na- 
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ture as were given by that student 
body of 415 and the faculty. I thought, 
“My, here is a little army preparing 
not only to go forth and fight life’s 
battles for themselves but for others 
as well.” 

Despite the whole-hearted efforts of 
the President and the faculty to make 


the beginning of the school term per- 
fect, I was fully aware of a few un- 
pleasantries caused by the overflow 
of students enrolling, which made it 
difficult, in fact impossible, for the 
management to provide adequate 
housing quarters for so many stu- 
dents; but now, the deans, Brother 
Cecil Bridges and Sister Dovie Coats, 
have the students located well and 
they are content. 

Some of the students have felt that 
the cooks were more or less worship- 
ping them in that they have been 
giving them burnt offerings all along 
at mealtime; but the general atti- 
tude seemed to be that the beans and 
beefsteak weren’t being burnt as of-

ten. Sister Holland certainly has a 
big responsibility in managing the 
cafeteria, especially with all this r 
tioning set-up to keep up with. She i 
acquainting herself with every phase 
of this work fast. I enjoyed the 
dinner very much, Sister Holland. I 
hardly think it would be possible for 
any school to realize more rapid 
growth and progress than has our Bi- 
ble Training School and College and 
yet I feel that the school is still in its 
infancy. We need at least two large 
dormitories now. It may be that some 
of you who read this article have been 
especially blessed to come into pos- 
session of considerable sums of money 
or property and you are looking for 
a good place to invest it for God by 
way of present donation or by will.

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REPORT OF CONVENTON, 1943 
KINGSTON, JAMAICA, B.W.I. 
The 16th Annual Convention of the 
New Testament Church of God of Ja- 
maica convened at the Ward Theater 
Kingston, September 23-26. In the un- 
avoidable absence of Bishop M. P. 


eo Executive Foreign Mission Sec- 


etary, who was expected down from 
International Headquarters, Cleveland, 
Tennessee, U.S.A., the convention was 
moderated throughout by Bishop F. J. 
Thibodeau, island superintendent. 

On Thursday at 6:30 p. m., the open- 
ing night of the convention, there was 
a very large gathering of ministers 
and delegates from all over the Is- 
land. Bishop Thibodeau addressed the 
congregation for a short while. After 
prayer, Psalm 133 was read, followed 
by the singing of the National An- 
them. Then a beautiful song service 
was led by Elder L. E. Barrett, and 
the convention was formally declared 
to be in session by the Bishop. Elder 
N. S. McDonald gave the welcome ad- 
dress. One and all were inspired by the 
address, and the spiritual atmosphere 
in the theater was that of unity. Fit- 
ting responses were made by Elder A. 
M. Johnson, W. A. Kates, S. A. Robert- 
son and others, after a concert prayer 
by the congregation. 

Elder W. I. Evering spoke on the fi- 
nancial aspect of the convention and 
exhorted the congregation to subscribe 
liberally to the cause. 

Elder C. T. Johnson of Kellits, 
Clarendon, brought the message from 
Genesis 3 and Luke 19. His subject was 
“The Hiding Man, the Seeking Man, 
and the Redeeming Man.” This mes- 
sage was well received by the congre- 
gation. Seventeen souls sought. God 
and testified, declaring that they had 
felt the love of God in their souls.

Then 
Elder N. Archer brought an inspired 
message, “The Bride of Christ,” which 
was well received by the audience. A 
special musical program was led by 
Elder L. E. Barrett, which was enjoyed 
by all. Elder L. W. Higgins made the 
altar call which brought forth many 
seekers after God. 

The Saturday morning session start- 
ed at 6:30 a. m. with prayer meeting 
at headquarters church. An enjoyable 
time was spent in prayer and every- 
one was richly blessed. At 7:30 a. m. 





Elder H. H. Jackson brought the mes- 
sage on “Spiritual Bankruptcy,” which 
was beautifully illustrated and the 
church was edified. Then followed 
Elder C. A. McIntosh with “Laying 
Up Treasures.”

Though there is a tendency among 
many to think that whatever our na- 
tion desires to do, or to have, that all 
it has to do is to set out to accomplish 
the task and that as a nation we will 
succeed; some go so far as to put this 
presupposed ominscience and omnipo- 
tence in the place of God.

In verse 7 James says, “Every kind 
of beasts, and of birds, and of ser- 
pents, and of things in the sea, is 
tamed, and hath been tamed of man- 
kind,” but he says, “The tongue can 
no man tame.” Then, it looks as if we 
had just as well give up. The tongue 
can not be tamed. I have known of a 
lot of different kinds of animals being 
tamed until you could turn them loose 
and let them run at liberty and they 
would come back home with no harm 
done. While serving as overseer of 
Wesi Virginia, I ofttimes stopped at a 
place where they had a groundhog 
that had been tamed. It would go all 
over the neighborhood and eat out of 
all the garbage cans and return home, 
but you try letting your tongue get 
into all the garbage cans of gossip 
and scandal in the neighborhood and 
I am afraid you will find that you will 
not come out so good. No, we can not 
tame the tongue until we can turn it 
loose and let it run as it pleases, but 
we can keep our tongue sanctified. 
James continues by saying, “It (the 
tongue) is an unruly evil full of dead- 
ly poison. Therewith bless we God, 
even the Father; and therewith curse 
we men, which are made after the 
similitude of God.” Do you think he 
is talking about Christians here? Is it 
possible for a Christian to use his 
tongue to curse his fellow man, his 
brother, or his sister in Christ, and 
then still be a Christian? You may 
differ with me, but I am of the opinion 
that many Christians have used their 
tongue to curse their brother or sister. 
No, I do not mean that they used pro- 
fane language. Jesus cid not use pro- 
fanity when He cursed the fig tree, 
but as a result of His curse upon it, it 
was not able to bear fruit or bless 
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those who came in contact with it in 
the future. 1 

To curse is to cause great harm or 
misfortune. How many times has 
someone rather innocently and un- 
thoughtedly peddled something over 
the neighborhood that brought great 
injury to his fellow Christian. How 
many times has a minister’s influence 
been ruined that kept his ministry 
from being fruitful because of gossip 
that was unfounded? Let us be care- 
ful how we use our tongue. James says, 
“My brethren, these things ought not 
so to be.” James 1:19 says, “Let every 
man be swift to hear, slow to speak.” 
The old saying that we should think 


ood one. 

I think we can see from these scrip- 
tures that our tongue is an important 
member. “Even so, the tongue is a lit- 
tle member and boasteth great things. 
Behold, how great a matter a little 
fire kindleth.” 

In these days of war our govern- 
ment is continually warning, “Be 
careful, don’t talk.” While in Wash- 
ington, D. C., recently, I was riding on 
a streetcar and noticed the picture 
where a boat had been sunk. The sail- 
or’s hat was floating. He had sunk be- 
neath the wave except one hand that 
was sticking up. The wording on the 
picture said, “Somebody talked too 
much.” How many times have we seen 
a shipwreck, someone sinking beneath 
the waves of doubt and despair be- 
cause somebody talked too much. 

We, as Christians, are in a warfare. 
We are in a battle. We ought to be 
careful how we talk. By our words we 
are going to be justified or by our 
words we are going to be condemned.

At the close the Nation- 
al Anthem was sung, followed by the 
song, “God be with you till we meet 
again,” while handkerchiefs were 
waved and perchance some eyes be- 
came moist with tears. And so the 16th 
Island Convention, the biggest in Ja-
